breakfast be not ready, I sit down to ray 
studies until I am called." 


"My breakfast i* a simple one—hominy 


and milk, or, in place of hominy, brown 
bread, or oat-meal, or wheaten grit*, and, 
in the season; baked tweet apple*. Buck- 
wheat cakes I do not decline, or any othez 
article of vegetable food, but animal food 
I never take at breakfast. Tea and coffee 
I never touch at any time. Sometimes I 
take t> cup of chocolate, which, has no nar- 
cotic effect, and agrees with me very well. 
At breakfast I often eat fruit, either in ita 
natural state or freshly stewed. 


"After breakfast I occupy myself with. 


my studies for a while, and then, when in 
town, I walk down to the office of llui 
Evening Pott, nearly three mile* distant,. 
and after about three hours, return, al- 
way* walking whatever be the weather or 
the state of the street*. In the country I 
am engaged in my literary tasks, till a 
feeling of weariness drive* me out in the 
open air, and I go upon my farm or into 
the garden and prune the tree*, or perform 
some other work about them which they 
need and then go back to my book*. I do 
not 
often 
drive 
out, preferring 
to 


walk. 


"In the country I dine early, and it is 


only at that n:«al that I take either meat 
or fish, and of these but a moderate quan- 
tity, miking my dinner mostly of vegeta- 
ble*. At the meal which is called tea, I 
take only a little bread and butter, with ' 
fruit, if it be on the table. In town, 
where I dine later, I make but two meals 
a day. Frnit makes a considerable part of 
my diet, and I eat it at almost any hour 
of the day without inconvenience. My 
drink i* water, yet I sometime*, though 
rarely, take a glass of wine. I am a 
natural temperance man, finding myself 
rather confused than exhilarated by wine. 
I never meddle with tobacco, except to 
quarrel with it* use. 


"That I may rise early, I, of'course, go 


to bed .early; in town, as early as 10; in 
the country, somewhat earlier. For many 
years I have avoided in the evening every 
kind of literary occupation which tasks 
the faculties, such as composition, even to 
the writing of letters, for the reason that 
it excite* the nervous system, and pre- 
vent* sound deep. 


"My brother told me, not long since, 


that he had seen in a Chicago newspaper, 
and several other Western journals, a par- 
agraph in which it was said that I am in 
the habit of taking quinine as a stimu- 
lant; that I have depended upon the ex- 
citement it produceajn writing my Terse;, 
aud that, in consequencetof using it in 
that way, I had become aa deaf aa a post. 
A* to my deafness, yon know that to be 
false, and the rest of the story is equally 
so. I abominate all drug* and narcotics. 
and have always carefully avoided every- 
thing which spurs nature to exertions 
which it would not otherwise make. 
Even with my food I do not take the 
usual condiments, such a* pepper, and the 
like.

A LETTER FHOM THE POKT. 


NKW YORK, March SO, 1871. 


To Joseph H. Richards, Eeo., 


Dear Sir: I promised some time since 


to give yon some account of my uubits of 
life, to far, at least, as regards diet, excer- 
ciae and occupation. I am not sure that 
it will be of any use to yon, although the 
system which I have for many years ob- 
served peenis to answer my purpose very 
we'l. I have rtochfd a pretty advanced 
poriod of life, without the usual infirma- 
tiee of old age, and with my strength ac- 
tivity, and bodily faculties generally in 
pretty good preservation. How far this 
may be the effect of my way of life, adopt- 
ed lung ego, and steadily adhered to, is 
perhaps uncertain.'

Thei 
profits exceed thosa of any other corporat 
bodies, snd they arc so combined by 
mutual understanding, that when yo 
fight one, you fight the whole, and an 
innovations upon their right to maintai 
the price of gas, is crushed out in its in 
fanoy by a pressure altogether too powe 
ful for single individuals or isolated coin 
pani«s to resist.
